W hite House 
press secretary, said ODM Di­ 
rector A rthur S, Flem m ing hopes 
th at from 3,000 to 4,000 execu­ 
tives w ill be recruited eventually. 
P articipation in the reserve pool 
Is on a voluntary basis and those 
w ho enroll m ust have perm ission 
from th eir em ployers, 
H agerty 
Said. 
In response to questions, H ag- 
tr ty also said that so far as he 
knows there would be 
nothing 
com pulsory about 
serving in a 
governm ent job in event of w ar 
o r other national em ergency. 
The press secretary said enroll­ 
ees Mould be called upon in any 
general m obilization, for exam p­ 
le. He added that for the m ost part 
they w'ould take jobs in the ODM 
and the departm ents of Defense, 
Com merce, Interior and Labor. 
The enrollees are being draw n 
from the ranks of labor organi­ 
zations as w ell as business.

More Snow Prediction ’ 
Is Based on Sunspot 
ST. LOUIS (iP) — A St. Louis 
U niversity geophysicist 
says 
a 
storm now raging on the sun w ill 
bring colder w eather and snow by 
n ex t w eek in the St. Louis area. 
P rof. Edward M. Brooks, who 
bases his forecasts on study of 
sunspots, said yesterday the sun­ 
spots are so large they can be 
seen w ithout a telescope. 
H e said the last tim e this was 
tru e, a year ago, a severe cold 
w ave in February and M arch de­ 
stroyed the peach crop in M is­ 
souri. 
T he current storm on the sun 
is the largest one observed in 
four years but Brooks said this 
isn’t the worst of it. They are ex ­ 
pected to reach a m axim um next 
year.

The livestock economy of South­ 
east M issouri is a big part of the 
over-all agricultural economy not 
only of this particular area, but 
the state as a whole. It is a ‘piece’ 
of the en tire program and how it 
is handled w ill effect every other 
economy, cotton, w heat, corn, etc. 
either good or bad. 
Woods touched on many angles 
to the 
livestock 
industry 
and 
pointed out th at in Southeast Mis­ 
souri it is cotton that is the dom­ 
inant econom y but, he said, live­ 
stock should supplement, it. 
As to the Soil Bank plan, he 
declared it is a good plan. That 
it m erely m eans taking a per­ 
centage out of crop production, 
and ‘putting it in the bank.’ It 
should not be planted to other 
crops or grazed because' by so do­ 
ing it w ould h u rt other econo­ 
mies. 
He also intim ated that the live­ 
stock problem is a local problem 
that should be w orked out and 
solved by the people interested 
in it right here and the livestock 
producer should not run to W ash­ 
ington for regulatory law*. 
There was a luncheon this noon 
and the discussion resume d a bour 
I p.m. and are scheduled for the 
entire afternoon.

3. When one lawful use of water 
is destroyed by another lawful use 
the latter must yield, or may be 
enjoined.

be declared unreasonable and as 
such enjoined, or wheter equit­ 
able adjustment shoud be 
made 
with regard to the reasonable 
rights of each.

Oil and Gas Interests May 
Try to Defeat Hennings

lf the gas and oil Senators who 
fought so successfully to pass the 
natural gas bill through the Unit­ 
ed States Senate 
last 
Monday 
night think that Missouri’s Sena­ 
tor Thomas C. Hennings Jr. was 
in rebellion 
against 
Democratic 
Party leadership, 
a good many 
Missouri Democrats may 
think 
otherwise. 


Hennings and his junior col­ 
league, Senator Stuart Symington, 
were among the 38 Senators, in­ 
cluding 24 Democrats, who voted 
against the bill. Before the dust 
had settled, Kennings had become 
one of the, leading 
spokesmen 
against the measure. 


Because he is up for re-election, 
it amounted to an open invitation 
from* Hennings to the oil and gas 
interests to come into Missouri 
and try to, beat him. And they 
may come. which will be all right 
with Hennings. He’s an old hand 
both at election battles and legis­ 
lative fights. 


He was the first important Sen­ 
ator to challenge Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy of Wisconsin back 
in 1950 and his investigations of 
McCarthy finally gave the Senate 
the real basis for censure of M c­ 
Carthy. He led the fight against 
the Bricker amendment, a battle 
he won also, which was of im­ 
mense help to President Eisen­ 
hower, because the 
bill 
would 
have restricted 
the 
President’s 
traditional power in foreign af­ 
fairs. Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles later 
telephoned his 
thanks to the Senator. 
But on the matter of rebellion 
against the party leadership in the 
natural gas bill, was it Hennings 
W’ho revolted against the party? 
Or was it Senator Lyndon John­ 
son, 
the 
Democratic 
majority 
leader? 
The three top elected leaders of 
the Democratic party in the Sen­ 
ate are Johnson, Senator Earle 
Clements of Kentucky, 
assistant 
majority leader, 
or whip, 
and 
Hennings, who is secretary of the 
Democratic Conference. Hennings 
and Clements were both against 
the bill. Five of the nine members 
of the Democratic policy commit­ 
tee were against the measure. 
Most of the Democratic mem­ 
bers of the Senate voted against 
the bill. So Hennings, on the rec­ 
ord was more truly representative 
of his party than Johnson, w’ho 
loads the Democrats at least in 
name and title. 
As for the effect on Senator 
Hennings’ campaign for re-elec­ 
tion, the fundamental thing to re­ 
member is that Hennings is run­ 
ning in Missouri— not Texas, for 
example. 
Since most Missourians are in­ 
terested in natural gas as buyers 
and not as sellers, they will be in­ 
terested in how 
their Senators 
voted on the bill rather than par­ 
ty leadership. Of course, propo­ 
nents of the bill denied charges 
that it w’ould ultimately lead to 
higher gas bills, but it seems un­ 
likely the oil interests were wag­ 
ing such a strong 
campaign to 
lower the price of gas. 
The first big resultant issue of 
passage of Hie bill has been the 
appointment of aSeleet Commit­ 
tee to investigate the 
intended 
contribution of $2500 to Senator 
Francis Case, and behind all this 
stood the figure of Senator Hen­ 
nings. 
On Monday, 
Senator Johnson 
introduced a motion to have a se­ 
lect committee to look into the 
Case matter. Sen. Hennings sug­ 
gested a substitute 
motion 
to 
haw* a select committee to look 
into the Case matter. Sen. Hen­ 


nings suggested a substitute mo­ 
tion to have the Select. Commit­ 
tee investigate the whole area of 
contributions in the Natural Gas 
matter. But Johnson argued that 
Senator Hennings’ sub committee 
on elections already had the auth­ 
ority to conduct a broad inquiry 
into the matter. 


What Hennings did, in 
effect, 
was to take Johnson at his word, 
rather than challenge him. Hi* im­ 
mediately, set the wheels of his 
committee in motion and invited 
Case to appear as a witness. Bq,t 
Johnson moved fast too. The Se­ 
lect Committee was appointed af­ 
ter conferences 
between 
Vice 
President Nixon, 
Johnson 
and 
Senator William F. Knowland, mi­ 
nority leader. 
Case was asked 
\ not to appear before any other 
committee. 
Then objections were raised as 
to whether tile Hennings subcom­ 
mittee was validly constituted be­ 
cause Chairman Hennings 
is a 
candidate for re-election — and 
will have to file by Apr. 24. The 
precedent is that no candidate 
for re-election serve on the Com­ 
mittee, which polices the election. 
The other objection was that 
the committee didn’t have the au­ 
thority to check the matter. 
Hennings said he will resign “ in 
due course.” As a result his ef­ 
fective ness as an investigator in 
the matter was destroyed. He can 
now take no active part in the 
investigation. 
But because of his stand it is 
now inconceivable that a broad 
investigation can be avoided. 
Whether anyone agrees or dis­ 
agrees with Sen. Hennings, sup­ 
ports or opposes him, the fact is 
that he was never afraid of con­ 
troversy. There 
may never be 
any repercussions’ in his own cam­ 
paign this year, but in his career 
in the Senate, Hennings has nev­ 
er been reluctant to do battle. He 
challenged McCarthy at the height 
of his power. And when lie wont 
to the Senate, the first time, he 
took on the President of the Un­ 
ited States, who was then Harry 
S. Truman; the Governor of Mis­ 
souri, who was then Forrest Smith 
— and just about everybody else. 
Ho won the primary and defeat­ 
ed a top Republican vote getter, 
former Senator Forrest C. Don­ 
nell. 
So the chances are Tom Hen­ 
nings is not much worried by the 
gas and oil isguo in Missouri.

If the gas and oil Senators who 
fought so successfully to pass the 
natural gas bill through the U n it­ 
ed States Senate 
last 
Monday 
night think that M issouri’s Sena­ 
tor Thomas C. Hennings Jr . was 
in rebellion 
against 
Democratic 
Party leadership, 
a good many 
Missouri 
Democrats m ay 
think 
otherwise. 


Hennings and his junior col­ 
league, Senator Stuart Symington, 
were among the 38 Senators, in­ 
cluding 24 Democrats, who voted 
against the bill. Before the dust 
had settled, Hennings had become 
one of the. leading 
spokesmen 
against the measure. 


Because he is up for re-election, 
it. amounted to an open invitation 
from 'Hennings to the oil and gas 
interests to come 
into Missouri 
and try to brat him. And they 
may come, which w ill be all right 
w ith Hennings. H e’s an old hand 
both at election battles and legis­ 
lative fights. 


He was the first important Sen­ 
ator to challenge Senator Joseph 
R. M cCarthy of Wisconsin back 
in 1950 and his investigations of 
M cCarthy finally gave the Senate 
the real basis for censure of M c­ 
Carthy. He led the fight against 
the Bricker amendment, a battle 
he won also, which was of im ­ 
mense help to President Eisen­ 
hower, because the 
bill 
would 
have restricted 
the 
President’s 
traditional power in foreign af­ 
fairs. Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles later 
telephoned his 
thanks to the Senator. 
Bu t on the matter of rebellion 
against the party leadership in the 
natural gas bill, was it Hennings 
who revolted against the party? 
Or was it Senator Lyndon Jo h n ­ 
son, 
the 
Democratic 
m ajority 
leader? 
The three top elected leaders of 
the Democratic party in the Sen ­ 
ate are Johnson, Senator Earle 
Clements of Kentucky, 
assistant 
m ajority leader, 
or whip, 
and 
Hennings, who is secretary of the 
Democratic Conference. Hennings 
and Clements were both against 
the bill. Five of the nine members 
of the Democratic policy commit­ 
tee were against the measure. 
Most of the Democratic mem­ 
bers of the Senate voted against 
the bill. So Hennings, on the rec­ 
ord was more truly representative 
of his party than Johnson, who 
leads the Democrats at least in 
name and title. 
As for the effect on Senator 
Hennings’ campaign for re-elec­ 
tion, the fundamental thing to re­ 
member is that Hennings is run­ 
ning in Missouri— not Texas, for 
example. 
Since most Missourians are in­ 
terested in natural gas as buyers 
and not as se llers, they w ill be in ­ 
terested 
in how 
their 
Senators 
voted on the bill rather than par­ 
ty leadership. O f course, propo­ 
nents of the bill denied charges 
that it would ultim ately lead to 
higher gas bills, but it seems un­ 
likely the oil interests were wag­ 
ing such a strong 
campaign to 
low er the price of gas. 
The first big resultant issue of 
passage of the bill has been the 
appointment of aSelect Commit­ 
tee to investigate the 
intended 
contribution of $2500 to Senator 
Francis Case, and behind all this 
stood the figure of Senator H en­ 
nings. 
On Monday, 
Senator Johnson 
introduced a motion to have a 
led committee to look into the 
Case matter. Sen. Hennings sug­ 
gested a substitute 
motion 
to 
ha\>* a select committee to look 
into the Case matter. Sen. H en­ 


nings suggested a substitute mo­ 
tion to have the Select Commit­ 
tee investigate the whole area of 
contributions in the Natural Gas 
matter. But Johnson argued that 
Senator Hennings’ sub committee 
on elections already had the auth­ 
ority to conduct a broad inquiry 
into the matter. 


W hat Hennings did. in 
effect, 
was to take Johnson at his word, 
rather than challenge him. He im­ 
mediately t set the wheels of his 
committee in motion and invited 
Case to appear as a witness. But 
Johnson moved fast too. The Se­ 
lect Committee was appointed a f­ 
ter 
conferences 
between 
Vice 
President 
Nixon, 
Johnson 
and 
Senator W illiam F. Knowland, m i­ 
nority 
leader. 
Case 
was 
asked 
not to appear before any other 
committee. 


Then objections were raised as 
to whether the Hennings subcom­ 
mittee was valid ly constituted be­ 
cause Chairm an Hennings 
is a 
candidate for re-election - - and 
w ill have to file by Apr. 24. The 
precedent 
is 
that 
no 
candidate 
for re-election serve on the Com­ 
mittee, which polices the election. 


The other objection was that 
the committee didn't have the au­ 
thority to cheek the matter. 
Hennings said he w ill resign “ in 
due coursi .” As a result his ef­ 
fect ivene.' s as an investigator in 
the matter was destroyed. He can 
now take no active part in the 
investigation. 
Bu t because of his stand it is 
now inconceivable that a broad 
investigation can be avoided. 
W hether anyone agrees or dis­ 
agrees w ith Sen. Hennings, sup­ 
ports or opposes him, the fact is 
that he was never afraid of con­ 
troversy. 
There 
m ay 
never 
be 
any repercu 
ions' in his own cam ­ 
paign this year, but in his career 
in the Senate. Hennings has nev­ 
er been reluctant to do battle. He 
challenged M cCarthy at the height 
of his power. And when he went 
to the Senate', the first time, he 
took on the President of the U n ­ 
ited States, who was then H arry 
S. Trum an; the Governor of M is­ 
souri, who was then Forrest Smith 
— and just about everybody else. 
Ho won the prim ary and defeat­ 
ed a top Republican vote getter, 
former Senator Forrest C. Don­ 
nell. 
So the chances are Tom H en­ 
nings is not much worried by the 
gas and oil isguo in Missouri.
